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ORTHODOX GREEK VERY ORTHODOX IN 
MANY RESPECTS. 
Orthodox Greek the United 
States far more orthodox than we had supposed existed 
since the war. There have been, as the reader is aware, 
frequent conferences held, especially abroad, between the 
High Church Anglicans and the Orthodox Greek bishops in 
the hope of union, of course by compromise, on the part of 
the Greeks. Orthodox Greek bishops have officiated in 
Anglican churches even in this country. It looked as though 
century-old practices and beliefs of the Greeks might be set 
aside. But at the beginning of this year the Greek Orthodox 
Archbishop of Brooklyn, in conjunction with the Holy 
Eastern Orthodox Catholic and Apostolic Church in North 
America began the publication of a monthly magazine en- 
titled: “The Orthodox Catholic Review” which excoriates 
those who, in any manner, compromise the Orthodox Greek 
Church. In the March number of this Review, the Editor, 
who writes beautifully and logically, answers a couple of 
Anglican ministers, who offer their services to help along 
more friendly relations between the Orthodox and Episco- 
palians. The Editor continues: “When religious bodies per- 
sistently seek union or communion with Orthodox Catholic 
Churches; implore Orthodox Catholic acceptance of their 
orders and sacramenta! acts as valid in an Orthodox Cath- 
olic sense or persistently seek to minister to Orthodox 
Catholic people; or use the word ‘Orthodox’ in their titles 
in a manner misleading to Orthodox Catholic people; or 
actually claim to be in Orthodox Catholic communion or 
orders; or otherwise improperly thrust themselves unavoid- 
ably upon the attention of Orthodoxy, we are compelled to 
give an account of them and of their claims and of the 
status of their ministries and sacramental! acts in view of the 
facts of their histories, the records and documents of their 
teaching and practice, and the Canons and requirements of 
the Orthodox Catholic Church. Nothing less than this is the 
duty of Orthodoxy, not only to Her own people, but in jus- 
tice to those who appear to use Orthodoxy as a 
measure of the degree of their own correctness.” 
The Editor continues: “The Reverend Doctor terms 
himself ‘an Anglican Priest.. We Orthodox Catholics are 
well acduainted with Catholic Priests aside from 
our own Orthodox Priests. But what can an 
‘Anglican Priest’ be? This term would seem to imply that 
there is within the Catholic Church at large an ecclesiastical 
group peculiar to the English people in origin and rite and 
analogous to that section of the Apostolic Church which, 
being entered on the Italian Peninsula and using the Latin 
language, developed in 
Roman Church. We know of no
